COOKING EQUIPMENT 
FOR THE HOUSEWIFE. 


A housewife often is heard to ex- 
claim that she does not use or pre- 


pare the less known cuts, such as¢the 
plate, brisket, chuck and shank, be- 
cause it takes so much fuel and time. 
As a matter of fact, it has been found 
that simmering meat in a covered ‘or 
closed pan for several hours takes no 
more fuel than broiling steaks 12 or 
15 minutes or roasting meat two to 
three hours.

Each of these has its particular ad- 
vantages, but all are a boon to the 
housewife in the results they produce 
when properly used. The type chosen 
depends upon the needs of each par- 
ticular family. 

Any cut of meat can be made ten- 
der,. appetizing and delicious in fla- 
vor, if prepared according to direc- 
tions in any of these cookers.

When meat is prepared in equip- 
ment such as has been described, the 
loss through shrinkage in cocking 
will also be much less than when the 
meat is prepared in other ways.

The bed upon which the baby is 
born, ehe crib in which the baby 
sleeps, and the rocker by the window, 
where grandmother rocks and waits 
her going away, all have been reached 
by the longarm of taxation, although 
they may not have been listed one by 
one in the tax return made by the 
husband and father. 

The tax has been added to the price 
paid by him for bed, crib and rocking 
chair, and for every morsel of food 
and article of clothes, which his little 
brood must have to live. 


The Wrecked Homes. 


If he has bought on credit, and will 
not, or cannot, pay the price, the 
law will sell his stuff. 

On the first Tuesday of the month, 
before the courthouse door, when and 
where these sales are held, one may 
have seen a baby’s crib, a bedstead, 
with head overhung’ by a faded old 
quilt of patchwork, perheps put to- 
cether years ago with infinite pains 
by hands which then were not gnarled 
and knotted by age and work, and 
nearby an ancient rocking chair, all 
exposed to the pitiless glare of the 
day, laying bare the pitiful wreck of 
a home. 

One seeing these things knows thst 
the burdens o£ life do not bear equally 
upon all.

“We were building two years ago 
at a rate that would have placed our 
urmed sea power in excess of any 
other power, but in conviction that 
armament cost and competition was 
leading to menacing national burdens, 
we invited an international confer- 
ence to fix limitations,” the president 
ndded, “we asked equality with the 
first rank for ourselves and were ac- 
corded it. Let us hope our congress, 
with the cordial sanction of the Amer- 
iean people, will continue that first 
rank. I believe our obligation to the 
world means the most exacting re- 
striction of our meintenance within 
the maximum limitation fixed by the 
conference, and believe our clear 
duty to ourselves is to maintain the 
equality provided in that maximum 
until a new baptism of international 
conscience prescribes a joint action 
toward reduction or complete abolish- 
ment.”
